Cotton Surplus 
May Be Cut 
Some in'60 


WASHINGTON (API—The Agri- 


culture Department predicted to- 
day that expanding sales at home 
and abroad will take a small slice 
off the cotton surplus this year. 


Reserve and surplus supplies at 


the end of the current marketing 
season Aug. 1 were forecast at 
about 8 1-2 million bales. This 
would 
be 
about 
400,000 
bales 


smaller than a year earlier. 


This progress would be made 


despite a 1959 crop that was 3,- 
200,000 bales larger than in 1958. 


Exports for the season are cur- 


rently estimated at at least six 
million bales. They were less than 
three 
million bales last season. 


The increase is being caused, the 
department said, by a record high 
mill consumption in th.e foreign 
free world, a decline in foreign 
free world production, rfh increase 
in foreign free world stocks and 
relatively low prices for U.S. cot- 
ton. 


The decline in free world pro- 


duction is occurring principally in 
Mexico and Central America. 


Domestic 
mill consumption of 


cotton this season is expected to 
total nine million bales compared 
with 8,700,000 last.
